BACKSLIDING INTO |. 
THE PRIMITIVE 


By Professor J. C. Flugel 


In this fortnightly series, broadeast in the BBC's Over- 
seas Service, noted psychologists relate the results of their 


observations and analysis of the mental and moral make-up - 


of the Nazis. Professor Flugel, in this article, suggests that 
the Nazi code is in reality an expression of regression, and 
the crude, distorted values associated with the movement 
spring from no other source than an inferiority complex that 
beset Germans after their defeat in the last war.. 


Psychology has shown that 
we are all to some extent 
savages underneath, though 
fortunately the contro) civili- 
sation imposes on our ‘minds 
is usually effective in prevent- 
ing the savage in us from 
coming out on top. If for 
any renson, however, this con- 
trol is weakened, it is only too 
easy for the savage elements 
to reassert themselves. 


The long chequered history 
of the human race shows this 
plainly enough. But in order’ 
to get a clearer insight into 
the process, Iet us consider for 
a moment one of the ways in 
which we ourselves might 
conceivably revert to a more 
primitive level.

‘AUXILIARY TRANSPORT 
SERVICE CREATION 


Under the Civil Defence Corps Regulations, 1941, Hig Ex- 


eellency the Governor has issued instructions prescribing the 
period of enrolment and conditions of service of members of the 


Auxiliary Transport Service. 


The Controller of Land Transport will have charge of the 


direction and administration of: 


a, Deputy Controller, Transport 


the Service and there are to be 
OMcers, Assistant Transport 


Officers, Depot Officers, Mechanical Engineer, Accountant, Work- 
shop Officers, Inspectors of Motor Transport, Stores Officers and 


the Quartermaster. 

Those who ore enrolled or may be 
enrolied in the Essential Services 
group of the Hongkong Defence Re- 
serve under the Compulsory Service 
Ordinance, 1939, and those who. are 
qualified for enrolment In accordance 
with the Civil Defence Corps regula- 
tions con enrol. A declaration to be 
signed ingludes the specification that 
the person cnrolling is not enrolled 
in any other. civil defence corps or 
in the Police Reserve or in the 
Special Constabulary and that he 
would not enroll in such other ser= 
vices without the consent of the Cone 
troller. : 

The Deptuy Controiier Is to bo 
appointed by the Governor and may 
be dismissed only by him, On the 
other hand, all other members of the 
Services may be appointed, promote 
ed, reduced or dismissed only by the 
Controller, 

Duty And Uniforms 
__As regards members _of the Service, | 
itis polnted out that any driver or 
artificer In the Service may be tem- 
porarily or permanently assigned by 
the Controller for duty in their re- 
spective capacities jn any service en- 
gaged in the defence of the Colony. 

Uniforms, if any, and equipment 
shall be supplied and all these will 
remain the property of the Govern- 
ment and must be produced or hand- 
ed in when required. Every member 
of the Service’ when called out on 
service shall be entitled to such pay 
and allowances as may from e 
to_time be prescribed, 5 . 

If Service equipment is cither, 
pawned, wilfully damuged, destroy- 
ed or negligently lost the value shall 
be recoverable from him. 

In the case of apprehended’ or 
actual tumult or riot or attack on the 
Colony all or arfy members of the 
Service may be called out for actual 
service. If called out, such mem- 
bers will perform.the dutics given 
by the Controller or his officers, The 
period of such service shali'end only 
by the Governor's order. a 

iscipline . 

If, when the Service is not on 
actual service, any member wilfully 
refuses or neglects, without reason- 
able excuse, to.carry out any duties 
nssigned to him, he Ja Hable to sum- 
mary dismissal. If the same thing 
occurs when any ‘member. of the 
Service is on actual service, he is 
Unable on summary conviction to .a 
fine not exceeding $250 ond im- 
prisonment for a term not exceeding 
six’ months. 

- Disciplinary actions which the 
Controller is empowered to take are 
as follows: t . ao 

* Reduction. in rank or class (Drun- 
kenness’on duty): o One not excecd-. 
dng $10 (Insubordination or disrespect 
to o superior officer); Loss of pay dur- 
ing any perlod-of absence from duty‘ 
(Infringement of any ‘regulation or 
departmental prder made under these 
Instructions); Dismissal except in the 
case of the Deputy’ Controller, 
eSallciting or accepting any gratuity); 

autlon (Refusual: to obey : lawful 
orders or carry out-duties assigned) 
and Reprimand (Bringing -° discredit 
on the Service). | 

Resignation 


- Except ‘when called out-for- actu}. 


service. a member. may resign. 
the. case of membera «who ‘ara ‘also 


person interfering with the opera~ 
tions of his Service by his presence 
and he can generally take such 
measures as may appear expedient 
‘for the better .carrylng out of the 
work of the Service. :

OUR LANGUAGE 


The German radio this week de- 
parted from the truth to a far preater 
axtent than in previous broadencts, 
The subject of the talk from Berlin 
was “The Triumph of the German 
Languace.”. ‘The following statement 
octtirred: “It seems strange that It 
was not the Inngunge’ of the vic- 
torietis states that conquered — the 
world ofter 1918 but that of defeat- 
ed Germany. This !s espectally the 
case in North and South America, in 
South Africa, China and Japan. In 
former tines English was the’ lead 
tng Iangunee, but Jt was surpassed by 
German after 1929.” 

It would be extremely diMficult to 
find a more unbiushing and more dn 
berate le than this, When Bis- 
murck was once asited what Me con- 
sidered the most-signifcant fact of 
the 19th Century, he replied, “The 
fnct that the Innecunre of North 
America {s English.” Blemarck was 
richt, the common language ex- 
pressed common Idcals, and foreshu-~ 
dowed ‘nh common defence for ‘thelr 
maintenance, . 

The American people would cere 
talnly be surprised to hear that Ger- 
man wns swamping their English 
tongue nnd that Naziiem, was taking 
full possession of the 
mind. ‘ 

To refute such a claim as this, it 
fs. perhaps best to take a specinl 
case, In August 1037 I was nt an 
irterrational conference In Tokyo. 
attended by more than three thou- 
sond delegates. The Junguare used 
throughout was Enelish,; Only in 
one instance was German permit- 
ted and that was when Dr Srranner 
ata Sectional mectiny: insisted upon 
reading his paner In German, Hurd- 
ly. one of the 200 present understood 
n word.
